Subsequent 1 y , I have discovered 
that the information we were concerned about was 
disclosed in two CIA documents ro L .eased under the FOIA. 
They are Document Nos. 616-790 and 675-790 of the FOIA* 
releases from the files concerned •••i t.h the investi- 
gation of Pres ident. Kennedy * s assassination. 


Chapter Plot, page 22; seventh line from the? bottom - 
The names of the two individua ls o i that line should 
be deleted, and in page 23, line 1, the first name 
should be deleted. When these names appear in an 
earlier chapter, the authors agreed to eliminate the 
names or, in the alternative, cite a specific unclas- 
sified publication to attribute the names to to avoid 
the i r. rerence that the names -were made available from 
CIA records. Wo jsserne they would be willing to 
remedy this instance in the sarr,' manner. 
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Chapter Plot; page 34; second J .mo trow the bottom - 
The third name mentioned on this l.m; had been removed 
with an official title put in its place for the purpose 
of concealing the CIA employee * s identity. The identity, 
when disclosed, was attributed to a Wash ington Post 
article. The same remedy should t< sought in this 
instance. 

Chapter Plot? page 35; second and chlrd lines from 
the bottom - the phrase "had it nor be»-m for the inter- 
vention of the CIA" should be supported by a citation 
from an unclassified, official pub f ication or attributed 
to a specific unclass .i fied pulfl iea.-ion.
